A restaurant owner who touts his 
eateries as forward-thinking is raising 
money with a decidedly old-fash- 
ioned strategy: he’s hawking a sexy 
pin-up calendar featuring his waitress- 

Habana Outpost proprietor Sean 
Meenan, whose Fort Greene restau- 


rant is known for its futuristic solar- 
powered chandelier, rainwater-flush- 
ing toilets, and bicycle-powered 
blender, is releasing his first ever 
“Habana Girls” calendar (yes, “girls”) 
just in time for the holiday shopping 

“I really like the old Mexican cal- 
endar girls,” said Meenan. “I’d been 
looking at those and . . . was extra, ex- 
tra inspired. I wanted it to be kind of 


sexy, but fun, too.” 

The old-school approach features 
some New Age touches: the calendar 
is printed on recycled paper with veg- 
etable ink, and offers conscientious 
oglers ways to reduce their “carbon 
footprint.” 

More important, each page in the 
2008 calendar is decorated with shots 
of women in Meenan’s employ, from

A state senator who opposes 
Mayor Bloomberg’s Coney Island 
redevelopment plan claimed vic- 
tory at the first public hearing on 
the proposal Monday night, boast- 
ing that he shut down the meeting 
by bussing in hundreds of people 
to the event. 

“Score one for the good guys,” 
state Sen. Carl Kruger (D-Benson- 
hurst) shouted to his supporters af- 
ter the Coney Island Development 
Corporation hastily canceled the 
meeting. 

“You made a point tonight, and 
that is that Bloomberg isn’t going to 
push his Manhattan plans on 
Brooklyn without hearing from 
Brighton Beach, Coney Island and 
Sheepshead Bay.” 

More than 150 people — who 
learned of the meeting through a 
CDIC e-mail blast - had RSVP’d 
to attend the meeting at Coney Is- 
land Hospital, where officials 
planned to show off Bloomberg’s 
master plan for Coney Island. A no- 
tice to the general public was not 
distributed, but Kruger’s staff 
spread the word and bussed in an- 
other 400 people. 

CDIC President Lynn Kelly said 
she was “disappointed” that “the 
true members of the community” 
didn’t get to hear the briefing. She 
blamed the cancellation on “bus- 
loads of unknown people [who] 
showed up unexpectedly.” 

It was unexpected only to Kelly. 
A Kruger staffer boasted that the 


senator brought hundreds of people 
from Coney Island, Brighton Beach, 
Sheepshead Bay and Gravesend to 
storm the meeting. Many of them 
were senior citizens who donned 
brightly colored caps printed by the 


Bloomberg Plan: How much $? 
How long? Who pays?” 

Kruger, who was later joined in 
protest by Councilman Domenic 
Recchia (D-Coney Island), said the 
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CIDC intentionally chose too small 

“Instead of finding a location 
that could accommodate everyone 
who wanted to attend this public 
meeting, they cancelled it,” he said. 

Recchia showed off a pre-printed 
flyer that the CIDC started distrib- 
uting even before the hoardes de- 
scended — evidence, he said, that 
the city never intended to let oppo- 
nents have their say. 

Kelly denied the allegation. 

In the end, Kruger claimed that 
he hadn’t planned on shutting down 
the meeting. 

“We brought people from the 
community to open the meeting 
up,” Kruger told The Brooklyn Pa- 
per. “Not to shut it down.” 

But he does intend to block the 
mayor’s plan, parts of which would 
need state approval. 

Under the plan laid out by Bloom- 
berg on Nov. 8, the city would first 
have to buy out developer Joe Sitt, 
who has spent somewhere between 
$100 and $200 million to buy land 
in Coney’s amusement zone, before 
rezoning the area as parkland and 
bringing in an outside theme park 
operator to develop an all-year at- 
traction similar to what Sitt wanted 
to build. 

Kruger complained that the may- 
or has not yet put a pricetag on his 
plan. Sitt was planning to spend 
$1.5 billion on his Vegas-style 
Xanadu. 


Fix for Fourth Avenue station looks ©'in great

The G train will be perma- 
nently extended to Church Av- 
enue and the dour Fourth Av- 
enue station will get a 
complete overhaul as part of 
the Metropolitan Transporta- 
tion Authority’s $250-million 
repair of elevated portion of the 
tracks between Carroll Gardens 
and Park Slope. 

Straphangers were giving the 
transit agency grief for weeks af- 
ter news broke that the Smith- 
Ninth street station would be 
closed for nine months in 2010 
to facilitate track work on the el- 
evated Culver Viaduct. But the 
new service improvements an- 
nounced last week at a Commu- 
nity Board 6 hearing may com- 
pensate for the negative vibes. 

To begin with, the G train, 
which runs along the same 
tracks as the F between Bergen 
Street and Smith-Ninth Street, 
will be permanently extended to 
Church Avenue. Originally, the 
MTA said the line would add 
stops at Fourth Avenue, Seventh 
Avenue, 15th Street, Fort Hamil- 
ton Parkway and Church Avenue 
only until the repair work to the

viaduct was completed in 2012. 

But now the agency says that 
the direct underground link be- 
tween Greenpoint and Kensing- 
ton — by way of Park Slope — 
will be permanent. 

“Anything that promotes intra- 
borough transit is terrific,” said 


Teresa Toro, founder of the Save 
the G Coalition. 

In the last 12 years, G-train 
ridership has exploded. In 1995, 
8 .6 million rode the G — a num- 
ber that rose to 12.6 million by 
2006, according to the Real Deal. 

In addition to the G expansion. 


the Fourth Avenue station — a ma- 
jor transfer point between the F and 
R lines — will get new windows 
and restored Art Deco details . 

Many riders don’t even know 
that the platform was originally 
designed to have windows (they 
were boarded up in the 1970s due 


to vandalism, according to For- 
gotten New York, a Web site that 
chronicles the city’s architectural 
past). 

Smith-Ninth will get some 
touchups, too. 

The staircases leading to the 
platforms will be rebuilt with 


opaque glass and some windows 
— though no new elevators, as 
some advocates wanted. 

The good news comes with 
some bad news: The MTA said it 
still cannot consider F express 
service until the Culver Viaduct 
work is completed.

City bans sign language 

Placard crackdown has merchants seeing red 

doors amid a growing confusion about 
what is permitted outside their stores. 

The city says the laws, and its en- 
forcement of them, are very clear. 

“If we see something obstructing the 
sidewalk, we’re going to give them a tick- 
et,” said Sanitation spokeswoman Kathy 
Dawkins. She also claimed that enforce- 
ment agents “always give an explanation” 
before handing a storeowner a ticket. 

But that message seems inconsistent. 
Legally, the signs cannot prop out be- 
yond three feet from the store’s wall. 
But some shops were told four feet. Fer- 
randino says he was unfairly fined, be- 
cause his sign extended only two feet. 

To be on the safe side, many stores 
are now flattening the A-frame sand- 
wich board into a two-dimensional sign 
against the wall. 

Sanitation’s records for sidewalk ob- 
struction tickets do not say if they were 
given for A-frames or other violations. 
The agency was also unable to say if 
Signs like these are illegal — as many mom-and-pop stores are finding out. See SIGN on page 5

The city has suddenly started taking 
a hard-line against a crime that Brook- 
lyn businesses have committed with 
impunity for decades — putting signs 
in front of their stores. 

Shops in Park Slope and Cobble Hill 
have been slapped with $100-$300 tickets 
over the last three weeks for the crime of 
obstructing the sidewalk with their A- 


frame, or sandwich board, signs. 

“Everyone has them — and they 
don’t block the sidewalk,” said John 
Ferrandino, co-owner of Ansonia Chem- 
ist on Seventh Avenue and Tenth Street, 
who was cited on Nov. 8. 

“It’s ludicrous. I’ve had the sign out 
for 23 years without consequence.” 

In response to the crackdown, Fer- 
randino and shopkeepers on commercial 
strips like Seventh Avenue and Court 
Street have cloistered their A-frames in- 
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Ansonia Chemist owner John Ferrandino shows 
off the ticket he received using an A-frame sign. 


Void follows death 
of pigeon-race hero

Frank Viola, the Bath Beach pioneer of 
pigeon racing, passed away last month at 
age 87 — and his death has left a void in 
the sport. 

Viola (pictured) was the last of a gener- 
ation of men who carried the pigeon-rac- 
ing torch. “It was his whole life,” said his 
wife, Kathleen Viola. 

The couple’s Bay 49th Street roof is still 



home to a few hundred of his prized birds. 
But Kathleen said they will not race again. 

And the Frank Viola Invitational — the 
only pigeon competition that guaranteed 
prize money (Viola himself put up the 
$30,000 prize, his wife said) — will no 
longer be mn. Viola won the Ohio-to-New 
York race twice. 

“He was the only philanthropist in the 
pigeon world,” Kathleen said. “All the 
others were in it to make a profit.” 

Now, the 3,500 members of the 126- 
year-old International Federation of 
American Pigeon Fanciers are mourning. 

“The sport will never recover,” said 
Patrick Broderick. “You can say an era 
has ended.” 

On Jan. 7, 1920, Frank Viola was bom 
— in Brooklyn and into pigeon racing, 
thanks to his father, a plasterer from Cal- 
abria, Italy, who raced pigeons. 

During World War n, Viola enlisted in 
the Army, and donated pigeons to carry 
messages across enemy lines. He also 
stormed Normandy beach on D-Day.

BROOKLYN HEIGHTS 


Bishop Loughlin HS school- 
yard in the middle of one of 
Brooklyn’s hottest neighbor- 
hoods, will have as many as 
100 vendors, ranging from an- 
tique watch to antique furniture 
sellers. And for those merely 
content to stuff their faces and 
window shop, there may even 
be food from local restaurants. 

It’s all the brainchild of 
Jonathan Buder, the man behind 
the real-estate blog, Brownston- 
er. Butler is not merely content 
to help wealthy types buy new 
digs in Brownstone Brooklyn; 
now he wants to help them fur- 
nish the house, too. 

It’s the Internet mini- 
mogul’s debt to history. (Histo- 
ry? How old media!) 

“In my 20s, just about every 
weekend I went to flea mar- 
kets, the 26th Street flea mar- 
kets [in Manhattan] in particu- 
lar,” explained Butler. 

Development has since dis- 
placed or diminished those 
bazaars, said Butler. He thinks 
Brooklyn’s time has come. 

And he’s tested the market. 
On Sept. 8, Butler held a so- 
called “Salvage Fest” outside of 
PS 11 on Waverly Avenue, dur- 
ing which architectural salvage 
vendors sold wares to hundreds 
of enthusiastic Brooklynites. 

“Brooklyn seems a logical 
place for a flea market to flour- 


ish,” he said. “Space is easier to 
come by, and the number of 
creative people and people 
looking for a bargain all con- 
spire to make it a good idea.” 
Others agree. In the 24 hours 
since Butler first announced the 
idea on his blog, 40 vendors have 
contacted him, he said. The 
schoolyard, on Lafayette Avenue, 
between Germont and Vanderbilt 
avenues, can hold 100 vendors. 

Once the market opens, ten- 
tatively the Sunday after Easter, 
Butler envisions Brooklynites 
and wayward Manhattanites 
making a day of it in Fort 
Greene: brunching on DeKalb 
Avenue, and then wandering 
over to the flea market to check 
out the antiques, vintage watch- 
es and vinyl records. 

At least one restaurateur is 
thrilled. 

“I think it’s brilliant,” said 
Catherine SaiUard, the owner of 
Ici, a French restaurant on 
DeKalb Avenue. “Anything that 
would be bring more people 
would be great.” 

And those visitors might 
even come away with a steal. 

Butler says he’s found plenty 
of choice items at flea markets in 
his time, including a good por- 
tion of his 2,000-strong vinyl 
collection and a George Nelson 
credenza. “Part of the fun is the 
thrill of the hunt,” he said.

Greenpoint tells 
Exxon: Suck it up!

Greenpointers skeptical 
about a claim by ExxonMobil 
that its cleanup of the massive 
underground oil spill under 
Greenpoint will speed up later 
this year are demanding an 
outside consultant be hired to 
make sure the oil giant keeps 

Exxon showed off its progress 
at a community meeting last 
Thursday at the St. Stanislaus 
Kostka School on Newell Street 
that featured a fancy slide show 
and a promise to double the 
number of pumps it is currently 
operating in the area around the 
Newtown Creek. 

But Bob McEarlean, a Haus- 
man Street resident, was among 
many who said the oil compa- 
ny’s assurance that it was work- 
ing as fast as it could was “a load 
of bull.” 

“Youse guys should have 
stepped up a long time ago,” 
McEarlean said. “I don’t trust 
this.” 

Other residents questioned 
why it will take two more 
decades — on top of the 17 
years so far — to finish clean- 


ing the 30-million-gallon spill. 

But ExxonMobil said it is us- 
ing “the most efficient” technolo- 
gy available, according to Donald 
L. Clarke, a company official. 

“If better technology comes 
along, that is more efficient, I 
promise you that we will use it 
and we will be here until the 
job is done,” Clarke said. 

Area residents say there is no 
way for them to know if Exxon 
is telling the truth. 

“We as a community lack 
the expertise to understand 
what technologies are ‘state-of- 
the-art,’” said Christine Holo- 
wacz. “So I suggest that Exxon- 
Mobil pay for an independent 
consultant ... so that we can be 
assured that you really are do- 
ing all that you can.” 

The plume, which is three 
times larger than the Exxon 
Valdez disaster, is the result of 
slow leaks from the many oil re- 
fineries that lined Newtown 
Creek in the late- 19th and 20th 
Centuries. It was discovered al- 
most 30 years ago and, in 1990, 
the state ordered ExxonMobil to 
clean it up. Since then, the com- 
pany has spent $50 million and 
recovered 9.5 million gallons, 
according to Exxon officials.

Churches that were victimized included Zion German 
Evangelical Lutheran Church, Our Lady of Lebanon Ma- 
ronite Cathedral, and St. Ann and the Holy Trinity. 

It is unclear if the new crime is connected to the swastika 
incident, or an unconnected random act of unkindness.

Super in a war with his ‘stupid’ tenants

Here’s one way to fight lit- 
ter: A Bay Ridge superintend- 
ent has posted signs calling 
his tenants “stupid” and “re- 
tarded” because of the sloppy 
way they put out their 
garbage. 

Richard Martin, the superin- 
tendent at 278 91st St., has be- 
gun posting the flyers on the 
glass doors of his building, alert- 
ing tenants of his disapproval of 
their trash-room etiquette. 
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The super at a 91st Street building is waging a war of words 
against his tenants, calling them "stupid." 


The flyers vary from advis- 
ing tenants on how to dispose of 
mirrors — “Normal & right 
thing to do when you put out a 
broken mirror is to wrap in pa- 
per & tie up & mark broken 
glass” — to simply reminding 
them to put the garbage in the 
garbage cans for a change. 

“I expect you to put your 
garbage in those cans and not 
on top of other cans and cov- 
ers,” he wrote, adding, for good 
measure, “Stop being lazy” and 
“You people are getting very 
stupid and dangerous ... Ten- 


ants better stop being so stupid 
& retarded.” 

Despite such notices, ciga- 
rette butts and Q-tips can still be 
seen on the lobby floor and 
garbage is still piled high atop 
cans outside. 

So Martin upped the ante, 
agreeing to talk about his signs 
with The Brooklyn Paper. 

“People are a bunch of pigs. 
They don’t care,” said Martin, 
who has lived in Bay Ridge 
since the 1970s. 

He said he put up the signs 
because the local quality of life 


is declining and he needed to 
take a stand. 

And some of his tenants 
sympathized with his approach. 

“He’s a nice guy,” said Leila 

But not everyone likes being 
called “retarded.” 

“I appreciate what this guy is 
trying to do, but at the end of 
the day, you catch more flies 
with honey than vinegar,” said 
one local resident. 

That’s ironic, considering 
flies are one of the things Mar- 
tin is trying to keep away.

Botanica is torched

Three would-be robbers ignited a popu- 
lar Fifth Avenue religious store early last 
Thursday after the owner refused to give 
them any money — and luckily, no one 
was injured in a fire that consumed the 25- 
year-old botanica and the apartments up- 

Police said that three unarmed men tried to 
rob Botanica La Fe, which sold candles and 
small figurines, on Nov. 15 at 5 pm, but when 
the two employees, one 56 and the other 83, 
refused to comply, the would-be robbers stole 
a cellphone, doused the victims and the shop 
with gasoline, and then set the shop on fire. 

George Winter, the owner of Brooklyn 
Frame Works, which sits right next to the 
botanica, between Sterling Place and Douglass 
Street, had been working with a client when he 
heard a loud explosion and the sound of shat- 
tering glass. 

“I ran outside and saw there was a fire and 
saw people running away, and I grabbed a fire 
extinguisher and tried to put it out,” said Win- 
ter the following afternoon. “The fire was out 
of control within seconds.” 


By 8:40 pm, when Eve Stahlberger, 32, 
walked down the block to her apartment above 
the botanica, the fire was out, and her building 
was nothing but a “charcoal briquette.” 

“On my way down the street, I saw fire 
tracks and thought, ‘Oh there’s a fire on my 
block,”’ recalled Stahlberger, a yoga teacher 
who’s lived in the building for seven years. 
“Then I get closer, and I thought, ‘Oh, the 
botanica blew up.’ 

“And then, I see that my windows are shat- 
tered and covered in plastic.” 

Stahlberger spent the next few hours remov- 
ing her few un-charred items from the building 
and was thankful for one thing: “The two dogs 
and the cat in the building were fine,” she said. 

Former patrons of the religious shop were 
saddened by news of the fire. 

Stefanie Abraham walked by the shop on 
Friday evening, passing between the black- 
ened, melted awning, and a charred Gingko 

“My son, he’s 4, and he really likes the San- 
teria statues,” said Abraham. 

“The man who ran the botanica was part of 
the neighborhood. He was so nice to my son. I 
never knew his name, and he never knew

His plans are not specific yet, but 
he says: “I’m focused on doing 
more to improve safety for bicyclists 
in New York City.” 

Sam Hindy, 27, was killed on

Nov. 16 after he and a friend mis- 
takenly hiked onto the upper level 
of the bridge, which is reserved for 
cars and tracks. When Hindy turned 
around, he hit a concrete barrier and 
fell to the lower level, where he was 
hit by an oncoming car. 

His father, who rides a bike from 
his Park Slope home to the brewery 
on North 11th Street, thinks cyclists 
need more than just bike lanes 

“It’s not just the bike lanes or the 
lack of bike lanes, it’s the culture of 
cars,” said Hindy. “People don’t pay 


attention to bicyclists. They think 
roads are built for cars and not for 
bicyclists.” 

The Hindy family held a memori- 
al Tuesday night at the Picnic House 
in Prospect Park that was attended 
by 500 people, where they asked 
that donations be made in their son’s 
name to Transportation Alternatives, 
an advocacy group that supports bi- 
cycle lanes and mass transit.

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Barclays $$ a 'joke': foes

Barclays — the $800-billion financial 
giant that will pay Bruce Ratner $400 mil- 
lion for the naming rights at the Atlantic 
Yards arena — has co-founded a non- 
profit that will dole out $1 million a year 
in grants to Brooklyn organizations — a 
sum that critics called patronizing. 

Half of the money, or $500,000 a year for 
20 years, will come from Barclays. The oth- 
er half will come from Forest City Ratner, 
the $9.5-billion firm behind the 16-sky- 
scraper-and-arena project. 

Barclays’ naming-rights deal with Ratner 
has sparked controversy because of the bank’s 
historic l inks to Apartheid, the Nazi regime, 
and the trans-Atlantic slave trade. 


And last week, the bank received another 
round of criticism after the Times of London 
reported that it had loaned $1 billion to a pro- 
gram mn by Zimbabwe dictator Robert Mu- 
gabe, whose repressive policies have deves- 
tated the economy of his African nation. 

Given Barclays’ history, one opponent of 
the bank called the company’s $500,000-a- 
year contribution “a joke.” 

“This is unacceptable,” said the Rev. Clin- 
ton Miller of the Brown Memorial Baptist 
Church in Fort Greene. “I’ll do everything in 
my power to hold Barclays accountable for 
its misdeeds to humanity.” 

Councilwoman Letitia James (D-Fort 
Greene) was also disapproving. 

“This gesture of goodwill on the part of 
Barclays ... doesn’t go far enough,” said 
James. “Forest City Ratner should name this 


proposed arena after Jackie Robinson or 
some other sports hero, and should get a 
more reputable bank.” 

Nonetheless, the non-profit’s inception was 
welcomed by some black leaders, including 
the Rev. A1 Sharpton, Assemblyman Darryl 
Towns (D-Bushwick) and state Sen. Eric 
Adams (D-Crown Heights). 

And Gerard LaRocca, a Barclays spoke- 
sman, said he was “delighted to partner with 
Forest City Ratner and the Nets in this al- 
liance to foster youth development in 
Brooklyn and other nearby communities,” 
The non-profit’s first grant, for $150,000, 
was awarded to Out2Play, a non-profit that 
builds and refurbishes playgrounds. 

Barclays has consistently denied its in- 
volvement in the slave trade.

Hypocrisy on Coney 


A fter more than a week of silence, several 
elected officials attacked Mayor Bloom- 
berg’s Coney Island plan this week, de- 
manding details of how the mayor intends to 
pay for and complete a development that has 
eluded the area for more than 40 years. 

On Monday night, state Sen. Carl Kruger 
(D-Coney Island) and Councilman Domenic 
Recchia (D-Coney Island) posed some legiti- 
mate questions about the mayor’s plan (some 
of them raised in this space two weeks ago), 
including how much it will cost taxpayers to 
acquire land currently owned by developer Joe 
Sitt, which developer will be handpicked by 
the administration to build an all-year theme 
park, how long the project will take, and what 
the impact will be on Coney Island (pictured) 
and adjacent neighborhoods. 

Kruger also pointed to the elephant in the 
room: that Bloomberg intends to kick some 
existing businesses out of Coney. 

“This is a backdoor approach to eminent 


domain,” he said. 

Such questions are worth asking about any 
project. Yet when it came time last year to ask 
the very same legitimate questions about the 
borough’s premier mega-development — At- 
lantic Yards — Kruger, Recchia and others 
could not be bothered to question the rigged 
approval process in that case. 

Indeed, Atlantic Yards supporters who are 
now foes of the mayor’s Coney Island plan 
pretend to be blind to the many similarities be- 
tween the administration’s approach to both 
mega-projects: 

• In both cases, the government will use the 
threat of eminent domain to get existing 
landowners to sell. 

• In both cases, the financial details of the 
project are cloaked in secrecy, hidden from 
the very public that will ultimately pay for 

• In both cases, opponents are tarred as 
merely being part of the Not In My Back Yard 


crowd, as if raising reasonable questions is a 

• In both cases, the government has too cozy 
a relationship to the hand-picked developer. At 
Atlantic Yards, that was Bruce Ratner. At 
Coney Island, the existing landowner, Sitt, is 
being tossed aside so that the mayor can bring 
in whomever he chooses. It is unclear whether 
the public will have any say in that process. 

• In both cases, there is ample opportunity 
for the area to develop organically, without a 
top-down, master-planned scheme. It was al- 
ready happening in Prospect Heights, the 
supposedly “blighted” area where brown- 
stones sell for more than $1 million. And it 
could have happened in Coney Island, if Sitt 
was given a chance to send his proposal 
through the normal public-review process. 

Kruger and Recchia say they are “standing 
up” for Coney Island. It’s too bad they were 
silent when they could have stood up for the 
neighborhoods around Atlantic Yards.

Barclays disgrace

Regarding your article, “More Blood 
Money,” and your editorial, “End Barclays 
deal now” (Nov. 17), about Bruce Ratner’s 
connection to Barclays and the company’s 
involvement with Zimbabwe’s Robert Mu- 
gabe, with South African apartheid, the 
Nazi regime in France and the trans-At- 
lantic slave trade — a bit of investigation on 
the Internet shows that Barclays is also cur- 
rently a large investor in corporations that 
are involved in racial discrimination prac- 
tices, the war economy, union-busting and 
activities detrimental to health. 

Barclays is the fourth largest institutional 
shareholder in the Coca-Cola Company, 
with more than $3 billion invested. The bev- 
erage company, only a few years ago, had to 
pay out a $192. 5-million settlement to their 
African-American employees for racial dis- 
crimination practices. There are currently 
other lawsuits against Coke for racial dis- 
crimination. And Coca-Cola continues do- 
ing business in the Sudan, despite an embar- 
go because of the Darfur tragedy. 

In addition, Barclays is the largest institu- 
tional shareholder in price-gouging oil giant 
ExxonMobil with more than $21 billion in- 
vested. And Barclays has $6 billion invested 


in Chevron. 

And then there’s $5 billion in union- 
busting Wal-Mart. 

On health? Coke’s products help fuel the 
obesity epidemic in our youth with their 
sugar-laden products. And Altria/Phillip 
Morris ($6 billion) sells cigarettes. 

The list goes on with large holdings in 
war profiteers Boeing ($2 billion), General 
Dynamics ($923 million), Lockheed Martin 
($2 billion), Halliburton ($1 billion) and 
General Electric ($14 billion). 

This is a company that could, if it de- 
sired, use its financial clout and have an ef- 
fect on improving our societies, but it 
chooses not to; the only criterion is maxi- 
mizing the bottom line and serving the 
shareholders.

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Prince’s puppets 

Wooden ‘Hamlet’ makes the rounds on a carousel in DUMBO

T o say that the stars of the latest 
production of “Hamlet” are 
dummies is not offensive. 

The show, staged by the 
Czechoslovak-American Mario- 
nette Theatre, which does feature 
a handful of real, live actors, has a 
cast mostly comprised of carved, 
wooden marionettes with their 
costumes painted right on. Or, in 
the case of Queen Gertrude, al- 
most all the way on. 

Upon entering Jane’s Carousel 
in DUMBO, the refurbished 
horse-and-carriage amusement 
ride that Jane Walentas is housing 
in a storefront, it was apparent 
that this was assumed to be an all- 
ages production. Kids lined the 
seats and a group of teens huddled 
together in the corner, but from 
the opening act, where the 
Claudius puppet furiously grinds 
against the Gertrude in her low- 
cut gown, it’s clear that the pro- 
duction has more blue humor than 
“Blue’s Clues.” 

Some people can only take their 
Shakespeare straight. No modem 
adaptations (we’re looking at you, 
Ethan Hawke) or quirky twists are 
appreciated. While I am not one of 
those people, it was with a bit of 
hesitation that I took my seat in the

freezing room and prepared for an 
abridged, musical, puppet-populat- 
ed version of “Hamlet.” 

While the show was fun to 
watch — the carousel spins and 
lights up for some scenes, and the 
slapstick puppetry won me over 
right off the bat — at times it was 
a case of too much spectacle and 
too little story. Anyone 
who wasn’t familiar with 
the prince of Denmark 
and his woes might have 
been lost from the get- 
go, as the oversized char- 
acters’ shadows blocked 
out key parts of the plot- 

At times however, di- 
rectors Vit Horejs and 
Pavel Dobrusky struck gold with 
their offbeat choices. The actors to 
whom Hamlet delivers his “Speak 
the Speech” tirade are shown as 
shadows on a sheet, and the 
gravedigger — who finds the skull 
of Yorick, but tosses it aside — 
does his dirty work on a green felt 
cemetery brought on stage just for 
the occasion; the limitations of the 
stage and the directors’ broad 
thinking made for a sweet and ef- 
fective moment. 

The most impressive work here 
comes from the living, breathing 
cast. Each player took on a number 
of roles, and even occasionally 


switched characters, and worked 
wonders with his puppet. The 
wooden blocks came to life when 
they dragged their feet, danced or 
struggled to scale a wall; there is 
no doubt that their maneuvering 
was skillful. 

Indeed, when Nat Cassidy’s 
Hamlet pressed a flesh-colored 


recorder betwixt his thighs and his 
puppet suggested to Rosencrantz 
and Guildenstem that they play it, 
I could almost see a grimace creep 
across the puppet’s immobile face. 

Like the players at Elsinore 
themselves, the Czechoslovak- 
American Marionette Theatre 
might work best as a traveling 
show, performing its zestful 
“Hamlet” in a room where crowds 
are free to wander. Being seated 
for the hour-plus show, though, left 
me feeling like it was too little 
time for the group to tell Hamlet’s 
tale completely and too much for 
me to fully enjoy the performance.

Mercury’s rising 

A Buscemi to debut play at Slopes Barbes

W hen actor-writer Michael Bus- 
cemi was ready to stage his 
play “Mercury in Retrograde” 
for the first time, he could think of no 
better place than amongst a communi- 
ty of his friends at Park Slope’s 

On Saturday, Dec. 1, Brooklynites 
can catch the debut of “Mercury,” 
which the East New York native hopes 


will eventually take the shape of a fea- 
ture-length film. 

“When I think of plays, I think of se- 
rious stuff,” Buscemi told GO Brooklyn. 
‘This is serious but fun.” 

According to the thespian, whose stan- 
ding blue eyes are a reminder that he’s 
the younger brother of THAT Buscemi 
(fellow Sloper, actor-director Steve of 
“The Sopranos,” ‘Tree’s Lounge” and 
“Fargo”), the tide was inspired by an oft- 
used phrase of his father’s, who has a 
passion for astrology. 


“When Mercury’s in retrograde, 
anything that can go wrong will go 
wrong, and that’s what’s going on 
with this character that I play,” ex- 
plained Buscemi. “A friend of mine 
told me it’s also a time when, rather 
than go down the self pity road, you 
can take stock of life and make better 
choices — learn a lesson or take 
something positive from it.” 

The 40-something playwright said 
that moments of this piece were in- 
spired by his glory days in the 1980s, 



living and working on the Lower 
East Side, where he was inspired 
by his fellow writers, musicians 
and creative types. 

Although the Aquarian admits 
those days are long gone for the 
now gentrified East Village, 
Buscemi has found a similar com- 
munity of friends at Barbes. In 
fact, through musician Michael 
Hearst of One Ring Zero, he was 
introduced to the venue, as well as 
to Hannah Cheek, who’s sings on 
Zero’s CD “As Smart As We Are.” 
“I’ve always wanted to perform 
with Hannah,” said Buscemi. 
“And she’ll be my girlfriend [in 
‘Mercury’] for eight minutes.” 
"Mercury in Retrograde" will 
be staged at Barbes (376 Ninth 
St. at Sixth Avenue in Park 
Slope) on Dec. 1 at 6 pm. Ad- 
mission is free.

Brooklyn Academy of Music’s Next Wave Festi- 
val has always been a safe harbor for choreogra- 
phers with big ideas — and that’s certainly true of 
Pappa Tarahumara’s dance-theater piece, “Ship in a 
View,” which opens on Wednesday, Nov. 28.

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More than 
comfort 

Greenpoints Brooklyn Label 
serves up comfort food right

T he first thing you should do after 
entering Brooklyn Label is head 
straight to the U-shaped bar. If 
owner-chef Cody Utzman is there (he’s 
the young, sandy-haired guy with a 
Brooklyn Label tattoo beneath his ear), 
say, “hi,” and ask if they’re serving 
pineapple upside-down cake. 

If the answer is “yes,” it’s fine to 
jump up and down a couple of times 
and even clap, a display that will de- 
light the owner. Ask him to save a slice 
for you, then continue to your table 
with the knowledge that the end of the 
meal will trump anything that came 
before it, no matter how good the pre- 
dessert dishes are. 

Pineapple upside-down cake? No, 
I’m not kidding. The last time I tried a 
piece was at a kid’s birthday party cir- 
ca 1970, that’s how retro it is. Some- 
time in the 1960s, serving pineapple 
upside-down cake would instantly ele- 
vate the hostess from every day cook 
to culinary marvel. Other formerly chic 
favorites also appear on Utzman’s 
menu of “neighborhood cafe type” 
dishes, formerly known as comfort 
food, and they are the kind of dishes 
that we remember, have always loved 
and continue to crave. 

Utzman opened Brooklyn Label in 
January, with an all-day breakfast 
menu, sandwiches and strong, rich cof- 
fee made with Raven’s Brew beans, a 
roaster out of 
Washington. The 
dinner menu 
came later. The 
kind of heal-a- 
hangover dishes 
and big salads 
that he offers suit 
the young Green- 
point community. 

Before Utzman 
could offer up a 
place for locals to 
linger, he had to 
gut a space in the 
150-year-old Astral Building down to 
the floorboards and then work his way 
up. The room he fashioned is part funky 
coffee house replete with an enormous 
blackboard and faux wood tables, part 
bistro with vintage light fixtures and 
gold-sponged walls. Tattooed denizens 
sit solo at the bar or at a table with a lap- 


ception. 

My husband and I joined the crowd 
by dividing another retro-favorite: a 
spinach salad. I’d forgotten how good 
— and how good-looking — this 
starter is with its bright pink rings of 
crisp red onion, squares of salty bacon 
and chunks of creamy bleu cheese. A 
slightly tart balsamic vinaigrette uni- 


fied the strong flavors. 

A glass of wine would have paired 
nicely with the first course, but the 
restaurant just received its liquor li- 
cense and wasn’t serving alcohol yet. 
Later this month, they will begin pour- 
ing wine and beer, as well as cocktails 
on the weekends. In lieu of booze, I or- 
dered an “Italian soda” made from 
lavender syrup mixed with San Pelle- 
grino water (a terrible choice with the 
salad, I know). The drink emitted the 
fresh perfume of the plant and a deli- 
cate floral taste. The “hibiscus orange 
fizzy,” a clean, tart blend of hibiscus

tea and fresh orange juice mixed with 
San Pellegrino, is neutral enough to 
pair with most dishes. 

You have to love a place that in- 
cludes three macaroni and cheese vari- 
ations as one of its six entrees. The 
“Old Mac,” an instant classic for any- 
one who likes this dish creamy not 
dense, is made with jumbo organic el- 
bow macaroni enrobed in a lush trio of 
Gruyere, cheddar and Parmesan. With 
its salty, mellow and sharp notes, this 
is the queen of mac and cheese. 

There are two spinoffs: the “Chorizo 
Mac” with chorizo sausage and 
jalapeno peppers, and the “Basil Mac” 
with basil pesto. I’ll have to wait until 
next time to try them. 

It’s not easy finding a new way to 
present a tired menu staple like salmon 
filet, so I was surprised at how sophis- 
ticated and visually appealing the spe- 
cial was. Utzman sautees the fish 
briefly then tops it with a “slaw” of 
fresh fennel slices, pickled red and 
white onions and dill with a hit of mus- 
tard seeds. The vibrant herbal tastes of 
the vegetables contrasted beautifully 
with the rich fish and its pillow of 
Yukon Gold mashed potatoes. A ring 
of bright green snow peas, sauteed in 
olive oil with a hint of garlic, added 
crunch and looked lovely against the 
coral-colored centerpiece. 

I applaud a chef who serves a steak 
with a nice rim of fat, but even with 
that extra helping of goodness, this 
Black Angus was one dull piece of 
meat. A generous mound of gloriously 
crisp and salty, skinny, hand-cut fries 
helped. 

Now for that pineapple upside-down 
cake. This is no canned fruit rings and 
dry batter affair, although there is a sin- 
gle maraschino cherry in the center of 
the slice. Thick circles of fresh pineap- 
ple — caramelized until they’re candy 
sweet — form a jewel-like crown. The 
cake layer beneath the fruit is buttery 
and tastes of fresh vanilla; its edges are 
slightly chewy. 

Go get a slice.

Plenty of pizza places are named for 
their owner — Joe’s in Park Slope and 
Carmine’s in Greenpoint come to 
mind — but none have gone so far as 
Vinny Vella’s, the newest slice shop in 
Williamsburg. 

“If I don’t sell any pizza, I’ll make 
it into a museum,” said Vella (pictured 
at right), an actor who has appeared in 
“Casino,” “Analyze That” and “The 
Sopranos.” He probably could; the 
space boasts movie posters, memora- 
bilia and, the piece de resistance, a 6- 
x 8 -foot portrait of Vella himself set 
right into the floor. 


However enticing 
the floor might be, 
we recommend keep- 
ing both eyes on the 
menu. Vella prides 
himself on using 
fresh ingredients in 
dishes like chicken 
parmigiana and spe- 
cialty pies like “Ana- 
lyze This,” with 
tomato sauce, cheese, 
broccoli rabe and garlic. Even regular 
slices are prepared with fresh moz- 
zarella and homemade tomato sauce. 


and at only $2, are a lot less than those 
offered at pizza parlors with lesser in- 
gredients. 


So why would the lifelong resident 
of Manhattan’s Little Italy come to 
Williamsburg to toss his dough? 

“It’s up-and-coming,” Vella told 
GO Brooklyn, “and there were no 
pizzerias in the area. Also, I got the 
rent for peanuts.” 

And while peanuts aren’t on the 
menu, there are definitely enough oth- 
er specialties to try. 

Vinny Vella's Pizza (374 Metropoli- 
tan Ave. at Havemeyer Street in 
Williamsburg) accepts American Ex- 
press, MasterCard and Visa. Entrees: 
$7-$10.50. Vinny Vella's Pizza is 
open daily, from 11 am to 11 pm. 
Subway: L to Lorimer, G to Metro- 
politan.
